MoOnlloogh's.ereek at Big fiend, als 
tord room for the hope that we are on 
the eve of deTelopments that 'will 
change the whole system of mining 
l^heae Colonies and inangarate an era 
of prosperity that will more than vo* 
alize the most aangaine expectations of 
the, most ardent believer in the ulti- 
mate prosperity of the Colonies. It 
is trne we are experiencing a season 
of depression and misfortnne only 
equalled by tbo disastrons years of 
1859 and 18C0, nnd of n nnturo that 
few countries have gone tlirougli ; but 
We are not of tlij siuinbor who believe 
that those Colonios aro irroniodiably 
lost — hopelessly swamped by the 
inexperience of its legislators and tbo 
rnpaoity and inofflcioni-y of its officials. 
"Wo boliovo that the country will altii 
xnatoly recover itself, and that tbo 
hidden woallh that has enlyjust began 
to bo laid bare, will bo tbo means of 
reviving hopo in tliu iuinds of the most 
desponding, and of bringing us back 
to a Btato of prosperity. A long resi- 
dence in mining countnos has satisfied 
us that tho country that depends for 
. permanent prosperity on tho yield of 
its alluvial diggings, depends on a 
Boarco that will not realize its 
expectations. If mining is to 
build up a country, it must bo 
permanent in its character as tho 
benefits that are oxpootcd to flow from 
it. u Hill and bai' diggings aro all very 
well in their way. They servo to 
create a "rush" to a country by tho 
case with which fortunes aro somo^ 
times made in a few days ; but whon 
tho "lead is lost" or "the claims 
worked out," there is an end to tho 
mining-camp that may havo sprung 
np in tho vicinity of the diggings. The 
miner deserts it fist for somo more 
favored locality — taking with him 
his savings ; and the irrepressible 
trader, leaving behind his "permanent 
improvements" iu tho shape of store 
or dwelling, follows in tho wake of 
the hardy prospector. In California 
to-day, may be seen tho vacant dwell- 
idgs, of osoo largo towns — the streets 
and' stores silent and deserted — and 
a look of rain, desolation and waste 
pervading all thing& Australia has a 
hundred snob pictures to offer the 
traveler, and British Columbia, though 
comparatively young, has its Hill's 
and Emery's Bars and its town of Hope 
to offer as examples, of the uncertain 
tennreof a mining camp when depen- 
dent for existence entirely upon tho 
yield of allavial diggings. But 
if wo ran over in our minds a list oi 
the places that have sprung np in 
the two first-named oountrios through 
the exertions of the quartz-minor, 
what a different picture is presented : 
Grass Valley, in California, only 
known to a few ten years ago, has 
grown and increased to an astonishing 
degree within that period, and to-day 
thousands of dollars are crushed from 
its numerous quartz veins, from which, 
a few years ago, not one dollar was 
extracted. Nevada, six years ago 
the abode ot a few hunters and with a 
white population only numbering one 
hundred and twelve souls, to-day 
counts its 75,000 inhabitants. Beese 
liiver and vicinity, four years ago the 
abode only of tho Fi-Ute Indians, is 
now a large and prosperous com- 
munity. At Ballarat, in Australia, 
the stampers aro going night and day, 
and the general prosperity of tho vi- 
cinity is great. Tho growth has been 
steady and permanent, while commu- 
nities that havo dopondod on alluvial 
diggings alono have grownlsuddenly 
and collapsed quite os rapidly. Jf 
British Columbia and Vancouver 
lalaud aro over to become great by 
their gold and silver productions, tho 
greatness will bo crushed out of their 
quartz veins — not dug out of thoir 
atroains. Wo havo in our posBession 
fipccimcna of quartz from Big Bend 
that rival in riclinoss any we have 
Boon from Australia or California. 
Tho gold oonsists — not of one thread, 
or a single speck, but it shows in the 
rook in Gvnry direction, and ovidonccs 
by its weight its liehnoBs .'ind quality. 
Administrator Birch writes from 
Canyon Crook that thu quart/; is vury 
rich and tho leads well dofinod ; and 
Mr MoWorthy was so iavorahlj' iiii'- 
prossed with tho riohncss of tho WiU 
liaiJi3 Crook load, that he has gone be- 
low to form a coin])aiiy to work it. 
Dotatohcd siJocimoiiH of voiy ricli 
quart/, aro frcqiiuuily picked np at 
Loooh Jtivor, and ihoir oxistonco 
shows that Homowlioi'o in tno vi- 
■oinity— perhaps l.uriod doop in the
